RED CROSS MESSAGES 
TO EIRE 
FORMS NOT ISSUED HERE 


Almost 800 Red Cross messages, sent 
through the International Committee, 
have been received by the Irish Red 
Cross, for relatives here in Eire. 

One of these relatives, interviewed 
yesterday by an /rish Times reporter, 
is Mr. Francis Arthurs, a student in 
Al Hallows College, Drumcondra, 
Dublin. 

“ The message,” said Mr. Arthurs, 
‘came from my brother, the Rev. 
Eugene Arthurs, of the Charity 
Fathers, Vatican City. I had not heard 
from him since September, 1939, and 
did not know if he was dead or alive. 
His reply to my last letter, through 
the Papal Nunciature, Dublin, came on 
one of the Red Cross message forms. I 
had not expected to hear from him, and 
if was a great relief to my mind.”’ 
Kelatives here may send a strictly 
ersonal reply to one of these messages. 
‘he reply is to consist of not more 
than ae Weeds. and is written on the 
back of the form. 

On the inquiry’s arrival here the 
Irish Red Cross records it, sends it to 
the relative for reply, and when it is 
returned forwards it to Geneva for fur- 
ther transmission to the Red Cross 
Society in the country concerned. 
These forms are not issued in Eire. 
They originate abroad. It is possible 
only to reply to messages: not to send 
them. People desiring to send letters 
to relatives in belligerent .countries 
through the International Committee of 
the Red Cross are advised to accom- 
pany each request sent to Geneva with 
an International Reply Coupon.

ESCORT VESSELS FOR 


BRITAIN 


Fifty escort vessels are to be con- 
structed for Britain, the Navy De- 
partment announced last night. The 
authorisation for their construction in- 
dicates that 24 of the vessels will be 
built at Mare Island, California; 12 
at Boston, 8 at Puget Sound, Wash- 
ington, and 6 at Philadelphia. They 
are being built for Britain under the 
Lease-Lend programme at a cost 
of about 300,000,000 dollars (about 
£75,000,000).—( Reuter).

The fact that he combinéd high scholar- 
ship with true patriotism without 
injuring either of them, gave him the 
position which in the university he 
holds, but even to the many who never 
came in touch with his academic bril- 
liance he has always been one of 
college’s great figures. 

Particular interest is being taken in 
the fact that next Wednesday evening 
he is giving the first of that series of 
lectures on Irish History and Literature 
which were mentioned in these notes 


some weeks ago. His subject 
will be ‘The Annals,” and 
subsequent lecturers will cover 


a namber of other subjects. Professor 
MacNeill has had an additional honour 
conferred on him, for he now hecomes 
Emeritus Professor of his subject. Two 
other members of the staff who have 
just retired have also been appointed 
Emeriti Professors — Professor E. P. 
McLoughlin, Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine, and Professor William 
Ma ME Dean of the Faculty of 
Philosophy and Sociology. 

Mile. Henr: has already commenced 
her lectures on art. and this year will 
include in the course some on the 
technique of painting, preservation, 
and restoration of pictures.

Time was 
made A, by rushing through the weighing 
out weighing in, and sending the 
riders straight away to the post for the 


other races, with the result that the 
starter had them lined up and ready for 
the “go” actually at the appointed hour 


for the last race to start. This meant that 
inside an hour and a half the six races 
were run off, but considerable help was given 
by the fact that Etoile do Lyons was in- 
dulged with a walk-over for the King’s 
Plate.

FATHER’S 


WEEKLY BUDGET 
CIGARETTES ONE OF 
HIS BUGBEARS 


By Our Spectra, REepresenraTive 


‘Well, thank goodness, there's one 
thing that’s not costing me more these 
days—my haircut. I don’t know why. 
Suppose it just hasn’t occurred to t 
barbers yet !’’ 

It was Mr, T. Williams speaking. I 
met him, as I met Mrs. Moran, the 
Dublin housewife, who told me on 
Wednesday some of the details of her 
weekly budget, pre-war against pre- 
sent—at a *bus-stop. In one hand Mr. 
Williams carried a confectionery box; 
in the other his” evening paper: “‘off- 
duty and ho for home!” was written 
all over him. 

“You are a representative Dublin 
husband and father,’’ I said. “Can you 
tell. me about your weekly budget? 
What things do you buy re ularly each 
week and how much have they risen in 
price since the war began?’ 

Waiting for a ‘bus in the midst of 
our semi- bus strike, Mr. Williams had 
plenty of time to think out a- reply. 
The first item that occurred to him, as 
noted above, was his weekly hair-out. 
And he is still able to emerge sleekly 
from his saloon on Saturday afternoons 
with 1s. 6d. change out of half-a-crown, 

On the same subject,” he men- 
tioned, “‘razor blades are still pretty 
standard in price. . One or two brands 


have gone up a penny or so. I don’t 
need to mention cigarettes ! Fivepence 
more on the twenty-packet. I keep 


myself down to twenty a day now— 
that’s 9s. 11d. a week.” 


‘*A FLUTTER ” 


“How about the horses?” I ia- 
quired. 
Mr. Williams shoók his head sadly. 


‘* Not much in my line these days. I 
used to have a flutter now an pM 
during the week: the dogs, sometimes. 
But now every betting-ticket looks to 
me as if it should be a sack of turf, 
and we'll soon be burning the handicap 
papers in the grate to keep warm. 
Those papers, by the way, have gone up 
from 2d. to 4d. I still get one a week, 
and put a bob or so on for luck.’’ 
Lunch in town is obligatory to a 
man who lives in outer suburbia. 
Formerly, Mr. Williams spent an 
average of 1s. 9d. a day on this. Now, 
he says, the food in the chea - 
restaurants is not so good. He 
to patronise sweller ashaklidumenia 
where the fare and the fixtures often 
tempt him, up to the dizzy figure of 
2s. 6d. On a bill of that size, Mr. 
Williams says, he expects to have 
wine ‘thrown in as well—and he is still 
expecting. 


DRINKS 


“Drinks?’’ said Mr. Williams. 
‘* Now, hais a big problem for me. 
I have to do a gach deal oí casual 
entertaining as part ef my job. You 
know what I mean ?—a sort of commer- 
cial pub- crawl—s few pints as bait. to 
get the order.” 

I remarked that pints had gone up 
only a penny, and bottles of stout a 
halfpenny. Yes, Mr. Williams agreed, 
but when you put twopence a glass on 


Trish and threepence on Scotch you've 


got FTE, to worry about. And, 
in addition, the shilling dock glass of 
No. 1 gherry had been raised to one- 
and-three. 

Summarising the position, we decided 
that, with the exception of cigarettes, 
drinks and lunch, the ordinary man is 
paying very little more for his smaller 
necessities and. |nxuries. . ‘ We've 
taken in cigarettes, drinks, lunch, razor 
blades, haircut, and racing papers,” I 


said. “Have you any other regular 
weekly expenses ’’’ 
‘© No,” said Mr. Williams, as his

At that 
time, while public opinion in Germany 
was inclined to favour the Finnish cause, 
the German Government, which had a 
treaty with the Soviets, refused to take 


sides, and the only Powers that sent help 


to Finland were Great Britain, France, 
and the United States. Then came 
Germany's attack on Russie. The Finns, 
very naturally, seized their opportunity to 
get their own back.’’ They joined in 
the offensive against the Soviets, re- 
captured the territory that had been taken 
from them by the Russians, and still are 
fighting on the Lake Ladoga front. Some 
time ago the British Government, with 
which the Finns had broken off diplomatic 
relations, informed the authorities at 
Helsinki that, if they should continue to 
fight against the Russians, who in the 
meanwhile had become Great Britain's 
allies, they must be prepared to be treated 
as Britain’s enemies, both during and 
after the war. This statement of policy 
apparently had no effect on the Finnish 
Government; for General Mannerheim’s 
forces continued their offensive against 
Russia. Now the Government of the 
United’ States, which during the Russo- 
Finnish war was wholeheartedly on 
Finland’s side, has taken a hand in the 
game. At his Press Conference in 
Washington yesterday, Mr. Cordell Hull. 
President Roosevelt's Secretary of State, 
announced ‘that a communication had been 
sent to Helsinki informing the -Finnish 
Government that, if Finland. wished to 
retain the friendship of the United States, 
military operations against the Russians 
must be discontinued forthwith. Mr. 
Cordell Hull added that the attention of 
the Finnish Government had been called 
frequently te America’s anxiety on this 
score. On August 18th the Finnish 
Minister in Washington had been in- 
formed that the Russian Government was 
prepared to discuss peace terms with 
Finland on the basis of certain territorial! 
concessions to the Finns, but evidently 
nothing had happened. The Government of 
the United States had decided now that 
Finland must be requested to put a stop 
to military operations, and to consider a 
negotiated peace. From the Finnish point 
of view, friendly relations with the United 
States are of the utmost importance— 
more importent even than friendly 
relations with the British Empire. 
During their days of trial America and 
Great Britain alike stood by the Finns. 
In these circumstances, the Government 
and people of Finland are faced with a 
difficult choice. If they continue to fight 
against the Russians they must be pre- 
pared to sacrifice Anglo-American friend- 
ship, and, in the event of an Allied 
victory in the war, to be treated as 
enemies. Jf they do as the Americans 
require them to do, they must be prepared 
to incur the wrath ef the Germans. 
Finland is a tiny State, with a population 
substantially smaller than that of Ireland. 
Caught between the Russo-Gernian 
pincers, her position is highly un- 
enviable; and, now that her Government 
has received what amounts to an ulti- 
matum from the United States, her choice 
will be doubly difficult. 


Nerth Dublin 


Last night the Institution of Civil 
Engineers discussed a matter to which 
this newspaper hag called attention more 
than once. Since the Greater Dublin Act 
of 1930 transferred considerable rural and 
semi-suburban areas from- the jurisdiction 
of the County Council to the Corporation 
many proposals have been made, and 
tentative plans outlined, for the develop- 
ment of the coastal districts which lie 
northwards. from Clontarf to Malahide and 
Skerries. Why, in eleven years, has 
nothing substantial been done to redeem 
wide tracts of bathing beaches and their 
‘“ hinterlands ” from neglect and disorder ? 
One answer was forthcoming in the 
address which Mr. P. J. L. MoGovern 
delivered last night. Dealing with the 
unromantic question of sewerage, he 
revealed that the tortuous boundary lines 
which divide city and county and urban 
district areas had operated to postpone the 
preparation of plans which—for physical 
and financial reasons—could not be framed 
by any one of the local authorities con- 
cerned. Three bodies of engineers had been 
compelled to confine their outlooks and 
plans to administrative territories whose 
boundaries bore little, if any, relationship 
to physical facts or common community 
needs. Here and there, within such 
archaic boundary lines, local sewerage 
and water supply schemes had been 
devised to meet momentary needs; but 


there had been no comprehensive or 


coherent plan by which local schemes 
might be made tributaries to ultimate and 
inevitable developments. That, at all 
events, was the position until a few months 
ago, when the Corporation’s Planning 
Consultants told the citizens some home 
truths, In effect, they said that no sane 
or workable plan of development could be 
devised if it was to be confined within 
the present city’s boundaries. Looking

Together with local boundaries the town- 
‘planner is faced by other difficulties. 
Among the many evils consequent on 
‘ribbon ” building none is more serious 
than the “ sterilisation ” of the hundreds 
of acres of virgin lands which lie behind 
the lines of villas and terraces that have 


route frontages. While ground rents on 
many such road frontages have risen to 
excessive levels, and builders have been 
driven further and further afield to 
discover such readymade housing sites, 
thousands of acres of convenient building 
land nearer to the city lie unoccupied and 
effectively shut off from traffic routes. 
Reasons for such waste are not far to seek. 
The cost of making new roads and sewers 
has risen beyond the private builder’s 
reach. The provision of such services now 
depends on public enterprise and expendi- 
ture, from which dividends too often find 
their-way into the pockets of land-owners, 
who merely sit and await the arrival of 
‘“‘ynearned increments’’ derived from 
outlays of public money. Theoretically, 
the Town and Regional Planning and the 
Relief Works Acts enable local authorities 
to recover some compensation in the form 
of special levies for improvement; but in 
practice the procedure involved is so com- 
plicated and so cumbersome to operate 
that local authorities either must abandon 
its use or indefinitely postpone the 
planning and execution of improvement 


schemes. ‘There is at least one swift and 
effective way out of ‘such difficulties. 
Recently the Corporation purchased 


St. Anne’s Estate, and is now proceed- 
ing to acquire the whole district that 
surrounds the bombed areas at North 
Strand. When these areas are developed 
or reconstructed at the public expense, 
ground rent revenues will accrue to the 
city exchequer. Could not the same prin- 
ciple be applied to the virgin lands 
of North Dublin, where roads and sewers 
are to be provided at the public expense? 
If, as is rumoured, the Marine Lake 
project is to be revived, why should not 
the “ unearned increments’’ to be derived 
from its surrounding land rentals be 
employed to ease the burden on Dublin 
ratepayers’ shoulders? British municipal 
and planning authorities have been forced 
to the conclusion that the public owner- 
ship of suburban lands is an essential 
condition of sound post-war development. 
Has not the time arrived at which Dublin 
should consider seriously the need for some 
such method of readjusting relationships 
between the taxpayer, the ratepayer and 
the recipients of unearned increments? 


Forms for Filling 


It seems only a brief while—so many 


_things have happened since then—that 
and Irish. 


Irish heads were scratched, 
tempers ruffied, in the effort to fill the 
census forms; and here another census is 
upon us. True, the form which either has 
been, or will be, furnished to every house- 
hold is conspicuously less awe-inspiring 
than its predecessors. It demands little of 
the data upon which the Statistics Branch 
of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce compiled so impressive an array 
of volumes in 1926 and 1936. Nevertheless, 
its filling will call for the utmost care and 
precision, because this latest document is 
designed to serve a vital purpose. Some 
day the twenty-six counties may be com- 
pelled to adopt a system of rationing in 
respect of—food, fuel, clothing, who knows 
what? All the paraphernalia of ration- 
books, which has become commonplace in 
other countries, may be required here; and 
these forms will furnish a basis for the 
issue of the ration-books. We hardly need 
remind our readers that any attempt to 
give false information—to add a child or 
two to the existing quota, or to tamper 
with ages—is liable to be found out, and 
to have serious consequences for the 
delinquent; but we also would remind 
them of something, perhaps, less obvious— 
that any omissions may mean hunger and 
hardship. If ever a system of rationing 
comes into being, only those provided with 
ration-books will be able to obtain their 
necessities ; omissions, doubtless, will be 
‘investigated, but such investigation takes 
time. Upon the whole, we are glad to 


‘see the appearance of these forms. They 


are unpleasant, inasmuch as they hint at 
the possibility of severe shortages in the 
future; but they are reassuring, inasmuch 
as they imply that whatever stocks exist 
will be distributed impartially, without 
distinction of rich and poor. So far as it 
has been applied in this country, rationing 
has been, in general, a success. It has 
not prevented the growth of “' black 
markets '” or certain other abuses; it has 
not prevented a sharp increase in the price 
of some of the rationed commodities; but 
we are satisfied that, without it, the plight 
of the great bulk of the people would have 
been far worse. We shall welcome its 
extension t® any commodities of which the 
Government has reason to anticipate a 
shortage: and our chief hope is that the 
books shall be prepared—even if they are 
not issued—without further delay.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—My wife and I came to live 
here, a residential suburb of Dublin, 
last January. In September the curate 
called on me to as help in a 
matter not connected with the parish, 
and I did what | could for him. Later 
I met the rector on the road and he 
suggested calling on me, and | said I 
would be glad if he would, but asked 
him to name a day and an hour, 80 
that I should not be out, I have not 
heard from him since. 

My father—dead these twenty years 
—was rector of a parish in est 
Cork. Up to the time of his death at 
eighty .he visised every parishioner 
many times a year, walking—for he 
could not afford a pony and trap and 
he had no curate. As a result ninety 
per cent, of his parishioners attended 
church regularly. 

I mention my father’s age and his 
activity to suggest that years are not 
a dominating factor. I might be able 
to assist in parochial activities here, 
but such a thing has not been sug- 
gested to me by rector or curate.

Str,—I read with astonishment your 
article on the above subject in your 
issue of the 29th inst. The charges 
contained therein are many and serious, 
but are unsupported hy evidence to 
justify them, mueh less to bring con- 
viction to the minds of your veaders 
that the persons impugned (i.e,, our 
leaders, which, of course, includes our 
Bishops and clergy) are guilty of those 
sins of omission and commission to 
‘which you refer. 

‘Nothing is being done to stop the 
rot!” Well, I think that Canon 
Chamberlain's letter supplies an 
eloquent reply to that charge in so far 
as it relates to the failure of the clergy 
to keep in touch with the young mem.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—The indications are that the 
new Loan will be an outstanding suc- 
cess, if for no other reason than that 
the proceeds are to be devoted to 
tiding us @ver what will probably 
rove to be the greatest crisis in our 
istory. Apart altogether from the im- 
ersonal interest which normal people 
one in seeing it a success, there are 
many cogent reasons why it should 
appeal to our individual instincts, 
selfish and otherwise. One of these is 
that its flotation shows that the 
Government have taken the very sen- 
sible view that this generation should 
not be saddled with the financial as 
well as physical responsibility for pre- 
serving our independence. This means 
substantial relief for taxpayers of 
every class in the country to-day. . 
The international situation provides 
another equally compelling reason for 
supporting the Loan. Judging by our 
increasingly favourable trade balance, 
we are accumulating substantial assets 
abroad—obviously paper assets, seeing 
that foreign goods we urgently need 
at the moment are unprocurable. These 
funds are, however, being used to 
finance production abroad from which 
we reap no benefit, while at home 
they could be usefully applied to pro- 
viding us with big fuel and food har- 
relieving unem- 
loyment. 
. A favourable response to the Loan 
will provide our Government with the 
necessary moral and material stimulus 
to embark on an economic programme 
that will leave us reasonably indepen- 
dent of foreign supplies of at least the 
prime necessaries—fuel, food and 
clothing. 
Finally, there is the supremely im- 
portant consideratfon, from the min: 
vestors' point of view, that the yield 
from the Loan is higher than that of 
any Gilt-edged security in these 
islands; that it is issued by a State 
not overburdened with debt, and that 
it is probably the safest investment on 
this side of the Atlantic. The Govern- 
ment is providing our Irish capitalists 
with an opportunity of getting out of 
other dangerous holdings while the 
going is good. If they are wise they 
will avail of the opportunity; for the 
astronomical sums spent outside our 
shores on war and armaments must 
inevitably lead to hús gas a.

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CRITICISING THE 


CHURCH 
ARCHBISHOP OF 
DUBLIN’S VIEW 


In the twenty-six counties the Church 
of Ireland can point neither to whole- 
hearted Evangelism nor to the whole- 
hearted partscipation in the corporate 
life and Sacraments of the Church, 
said Mr. D SS. Coey, Auditor of the 
College Theological Society, in his 
inaugural address, which he delivered 
at the opening meeting of the 112th 
session in the Dinjng Hall, Trinity Col. 
lege. last night. 

‘* Members of this Church,” he said, 
“are infected with a semi-rationalisa- 
tion of religion which precludes the 
basic humility that is the foundation 
of all true worship.’’g 

Moving the adoption of a vote of 
thanks to Mr Coey, the Archbishop of 
Dublin, the Most Rev, A. W. Barton, 
D.D., said that those who had time to 
read the papers wonld know that it 
was a custom among many members 
of the Church of Ireland to criticise 
their Church and to find fault. with 
evervthing, from the age of her hishops 
to the fact that she refused to lay 
down authoritative edicts. : 

“May the time never eome.” aaid 
Dr. Barton, ‘‘ when her sons cease to 
criticise the Church. But I do not 
think the Auditor is quite right when 
he says that the Church of Ireland 
could point neither to wholehearted 
participation in the corporate life and 
Sacrament of the Church. Of the mis- 
sionaries that this Church has sent 
overseas recently, at least: nine are 
bishops. This shows what the Church 
is doing to evangelise. Mr. Coey pro- 
bably did not mean to imply what | 
have made him imply; but it is what a 
leader writer would make him say.” 

Chancellor R. 8. Breene, LL.D., 
seconding the motion, which was 
carried, said that Christianity was the 
only religion which was making a bid 
for world domination—that was if Com- 
munism and National Socialism were 
not regarded as religious as, in a way, 
they were. The civilised world society 
had been deteriorating in the last two 
generations, and the experiments in 
Russia, Germany, Spain, Italy, Portu- 
gal, and even in Eire, where there was 
a very definite experiment, were clear 
evidence of a state of national and 
economic life that left no grounds for 
complacency in the unbiased mind. 


BISHOPS’ AGES 


Canon G. A. Chamberlain, B.D., pro- 
posing that the Society was worthy of 
the support of Trinity College, said that 
there had been a considerable corres- 
pondence in a certain quarter about the 
age of ecclesiastics, and it had been 
stated that anyone over sixty was 
quite incapable of entering into the 
thoughts that were teeming through 
the mind of youth, and, indeed, in- 
capable of entering into any thoughts 
at all. 

“Yet, on the platform to-night,’’ he 
said, “there are at least three men 
who will never gee sixty again, so it 
seems that the College Theological 
Society does not agree with the views 
expressed recently in the public 
Press. ' 

In the latter part oí his address, 
continued Canon Chamberlain, the 
Auditor ought to delight the heart of 
the editor of a certain paper; for it 
appeared that there was at least one 
member of the Church of Ireland who 
wast not complacent. 

The motion was seconded by Arch- 
deacon Hipwell, B.D., O.B.E., and 
passed. 

Mr. W. J. McCappin (Mod.), B.A., 
proposed that the best thanks of the 
society be tendered to the president 
and vice-president for their interest in 
the welfare of the society.
